Court Upholds Trooper 


ACRASY, N Y. (AP) 
- A 
state trooper "was performing 
his duty” when he gave chase 
after an automobile flee i n g 
against oncoming traffic and 
the state is not liable for the 
ensuing fatal collision of the 
fleeing car and another vehicle, 
an appellate court says. 
In a 3-2 decision, the State 
Supreme Court's Appellate Di­ 
vision held that "it was the 
reckless driving of the pursued" 
that caused the accident. Nath­ 
an L. Stanton, a New York 
City stockbroker, was killed in 
the crash, on the Quickway be­ 
tween Liberty and Monticello in 
1961. 


In dissenting opinions, Pre­ 
siding 
Justice James Gibson 
and Associate Justice Domenic 
Gabriel!! said the trooper should 
have 
discontinued 
the 
chase 
when his car drew abreast of 
the fleeing car. 
Gabrielli said Trooper R. W. 
Radloff should have given up 
the pursuit "for the safety of ail 
persons," 
The court's ruling upheld a 
cYnirt of Claims dismissal of a 
$600,000 suit against the state 
brought by 
Stanton’s family, 
who contended that the trooper 
displayed 
"negligence" 
when 
pursuing the car. driven by 
Thomas Hayden of Kingston. 


The family also said the troop­ 
er should have taken car keys 
away from Hayden when the lat­ 
ter was stopped for a traffic 
check While the trooper turn­ 
ed his attention to the traffic, 
Hayden took off in the wrong 
lane. The trooper gave chase 
after Hayden at speeds up to 
IOO miles an hour. 
Associate Justice Ellis J. Sta­ 
ley Jr., in the majority opinion, 
said ‘ 
"We do not believe...that the 
state is liable for the damage 
occasioned by- a fleeing law­ 
breaker while being pursued by 
a state trooper who was per­ 
forming his duty."

The liberal Eastern wing o f the Republican party 
is in a state o f disarray . While the party has wo n 26 
state ho uses, o nly fo ur o f them are in the East. Fiv e 
are So uth o r Bo ix ier states, six Midwest and 11 Far 
\Nest. They are largely states fed up with liberalism. 
Since these 26 states with Republican Go v erno rs will 
send 7 60 delegates to the Miami co nv entio n o ut o f a 
to tal o f 1,333, they can dictate the no minatio n. 
The tro uble is that these states also reflect the 
div ersity o f their regio nal interests. They were no t 
able to agree o n a no minee at their winter meeting. 
They balked when the Easterners under Go v . J o hn 
H. Chafee o f Rho de Island, chairman o f the Republi­ 
can Go v erno rs Asso ciatio n, wanted to challenge the 
designatio n o f mo derate Senato r Ev erett M. Dirksen 
o f Illino is to be chaimian o f the Co nv entio n Platfo rm 
Co mmittee. 
The truth is that more and moi'e people are dis­ 
illusioned with the liberalism that has ruled the 
nation since Franklin D. Roosevelt swept the New 
Deal philosophy of spend and spend and tax and tax 
into the politico-economic lex icon. The swing is not 
full c\clc. Barry Goldwator would still bo ahead of his 
time were he a figure in the coming election. But 
I>eople are wondering why they are no better ofT, 
though they are making more money than ever; they 
are wondering if they must continually pay for the 
support of millions who should support themselves; 
they arc wondering if chaos and crime and disorder 
are not too great a lux ury . 
For the first time in a decade, the Gallup poll found 
that people believe that the Republican party is best 
able to co pe with the problems o f the day —war in 
Vietnam, racial disorder, crime in the streets, the ris­ 
ing cost of living, among others. This response, if it 
is reflected in the national voting, indicates people 
are not going to want to vote for a Republican can­ 
didate who has nothing more to offer than me-tooism. 
The National Committee for an Effective Congress, 
a nonpartisan group, confirms this thinking. Its lat­ 
ent analy sis suggests that “Traditional appeals to eco­ 
nomic well-being and promises to remedy specific 
grievances do not invoke the cheers they once did. 
America has ex perienced two great internal crises 
in hei history ; The Civil War and the Economic De­ 
pression of the 19 30s. The country may be on the 
brink of a third trauma, a depression of the national 
spirit. At all levels of American life, people share 
similar fears, insecurities, and gnawing doubts to such 
an intense degree that the country may be suffering 
from a kind of national nervous breakdown.” 
There is one other factor that may play a large 
role in the national election. That is, that labor is 
no longer a political pawn to be led by the nose by 
demagogic appeals. The rank and file thinks for it­ 
self. Its interets are broad. Politically , it is part of the 
mainstream. 
These are so me o f the reaso ns why the usual 
measures o f po litics are no t applicable at this stage o f 
the game. The electo rate is lo o king fo r a sure hand 
to lo ad the co untry . It will no t be satisfied with less.

LBJ ’s Unique Ex perience 
Helped Shake Tactics 


W ASHINGTON — Lots of 
things have born said or w rit­ 
ten a t)ou t 
Ly ndon 
Johnson 
and the kind of President he 
is. 
and 
undoubtedly 
public 
opinion will be affected to 
some ex tent in the election 
y ear 19 68 by the “im age” of 
the 
Chief 
Ex ecutive which 
has been portray ed by the 
press and by TV com m enta­ 
tors in the last five y ears. 
T here is one thing, how­ 
ever, 
about 
Mr. 
Johnson’s 
course in the W hite House 
which has not been presented 
objectively to the p>ublic. 
He 
m ust be appraised in relation 
to the background of his ca­ 
reer prior to becoming Vice 
President. 
He is the first 
m an in this century to reach 
the W hite House after hav­ 
ing spent 24 y ears in Congress 
— 12 consecutive y ears in the 
House of R epresentatives and 
12 more in the United States 
Senate. 
During six of those 
la tte r y ears, he was the m a­ 
jority leader of the Senate 
and dealt constantly on legis­ 
lative m atters with a presi­ 
dent from the opposite polit­ 
ical party . 
LJnq uestionably this uniq ue 
ex perience had an influence in 
shaping Mr. Johnson's 
tac­ 
tics when, as President of the 
United States, he himself was 
confronted with 
deep 
divi­ 
sions in both parties. 
Rarely 
has a president prior to Mr. 
Johnson 
been 
elected 
pre­ 
viously to a leadership posi­ 
tion by his party in Congress. 
Mr. 
Johnson’s 
political 
strateg y in the presidency is 
\c ry much like th at which 


legislative 
leaders 
in 
Con­ 
gress have from time to time 
found it ex pedient to prac­ 
tice in try ing to reconcile dif­ 
ferences of opinion not only 
inside but outside their party . 
The custom ary m ethod is to 
endeavor to compromise or 
find some common denom ina­ 
tor on which there can be 
agreem ent. 
Highly 
contro­ 
versial sections of proposed 
laws are left for favorable ac­ 
tion a t a later time. 
Ly ndon 
Johnson’s 
tenure 
in the Presidency has often 
been m arked by his attem pts 
to follow a “consensus”—an 
effort to do w hat the people 
generally would like at the 
m om ent 
rath er 
than w hat 
m ay prove best for the coun­ 
try in the long run. The pol­ 
itician is more inclined 
to 
think of public opinion in the 
few m onths ahead as election 
day 
approaches 
either 
for 
Congress or the Presidency . 
As for the "credibility gap” 
which 
critics 
have 
talked 
about, there really isn’t much 
difference in the disclosure or 
withholding 
of 
information 
than what has been noted in 
other 
adm inistrations. 
The 
tendency of high officials is 
to give news to the public 
when there is a completed act 
or a definite step taken, rath ­ 
er than to tell the press each 
day in piecem eal fashion the 
details of an incomplete dis­ 
cussion or negotiation. No ad­ 
m inistration should be held 
responsible for the leaks, m is­ 
interpretations or anony mous 
com m ents 
picked 
up 
and 
broadcast in the m eantim e. 


In international affairs p ar­ 
ticularly . when delicate m at­ 
ters are being handled through 
em bassies and l e g a t i o n s 
abroad or when foreign am ­ 
bassadors convey to the State 
Departm ent 
in 
Washington 
some confidential data, it is 
difficult — and actually at 
tim es unwise—for a President 
to give out the whole story at 
once without waiting for a de­ 
cision to be 
reached. 
P re­ 
m ature publicity could have 
adverse psy chological effects 
in other countries at a critical 
stage of negotiations. 
Mr. Johnson is an unusual 
President in some respects, as 
he has had to become in­ 
volved in more policies, pro­ 
gram s and projects than his 
predecessors had to tackle. 
This is due to the complex ity 
of 
American 
life 
resulting 
from a rapidly ex panding pop­ 
ulation. 
So Mr. Johnson’s approach 
is inevitably political. This is 
something which is not likely 
to change under the ex isting 
presidential sy stem , especially 
since all the m em bers of the 
House of R epresentatives and 
a third of the Senate have to 
be elected every two y ears. 
Mr. Johnson is often referred 
to as a m aster politician, but 
craftiness is not easy to abol­ 
ish when dealing with 535 poli­ 
ticians in Congress who have 
the power to pass the laws 
and furnish the funds that a 
President needs in order to 
perform his duties.

Both the Russians and the 
Egy ptians, sharing a predilec­ 
tion for secrecy , tended to

KGB, of his desire to con­

3. The USSR did not fore­ 
see any m ilitary req uirem ent 
for its intervention on the 
Arab side. Should unex pected 
circum stances arise, however. 
Egy pt could count on immedi­ 
ate and m assive Soviet assis­ 
tance. 
Thus 
encouraged. 
Nasser 
went ahead with his plan to 
close 
the 
Strait 
of 
Tiran, 
which he fully ex pected to 
lead to war. 
He had moments of hesita­ 
tion. however, because of the 
Soviet am bassador's appeals 
for restraint. The contradic­ 
tion in comunications also led 
to a backstage debate inside 
the Egy ptian hierachy over 
which Soviet m essages to be­ 
lieve. 
Wait for Israel Attack 
N asser 
finally 
concluded 
that the KGB channel carried 
the Krem lin's true, secret at 
tude and that the diplomatic 
m essages 
were 
m erely 
in­ 
tended as camouflage “ for the 
sake of history ." He also fig­ 
ured that the intensity of the 
Soviet am bassador’s appeals 
must mean that the Russians 
didn’t want the Arabs to ap­ 


pear to be 
the 
aggressor. 
Therefore, Nasser calculated 
that the Russians wanted him 
to wait for Israel to attack 
first. 
On this point, he was vig 
orously opposed by Field M ar­ 
shall 
Abdel 
Hakim 
Amer, 
who was suspicious of the So 
viet doubletalk. In any event, 
he believed the Arabs should 
attack first. 
N asser’s decision to wait 
not only led to a m ilitary 
debacle but brought a demand 
from the Egy ptian war m in­ 
ister, Shams Badran, for a 
thorough investigation into the 
political 
developments 
that 
precipitated the war. Speci­ 
fically . he called for an in­ 
q uiry into all the com m unica­ 
tions 
received 
through 
the 
KGB channel. 
There 
followed 
a 
bitter 
struggle 
over 
whose 
head 
should roll—that of Field M ar­ 
shall Amer. who had m is­ 
trusted the KGB m essages, or 
intelligence chief Sallah Nas 
se r’s who had believed them . 
The intelligence chief, though 
clearly wrong, was able to 
m uster the most political pow 
er. Amer and Bairan were dis­ 
missed from their posts. 
All this so distressed Amer, 
an Egy ptian patriot, that he 
suffered spells of suicidal de­ 
pression. 
It is known that 
Egy ptian intelligence smug 
gled poison into Am er's prison 
cell. It's reported that Sallah 
Nasser, aw are of Am er’s sui­ 
cidal tendencies and wishing 
to silence him, arranged for 
the poison to reach his hands. 
Dictator Nasser, who had no 
wish for his old friend Amer 
to die. has now arrested Sal­ 
lah Nasser. 
Meanwhile, in Russia, the 
KGB has just gone through 
a violent shakeup sim ilar to 
our CIA shakeup after the Bay 
of Pigs fiasco. It isn’t clear 
whether the KGB acted on 
its own initiative, therefore is 
being punished; or whether it 
had the secret sanction of the 
Soviet leadership, therefore is 
being made the scapegoat.

On Septem ber 13 Secretary 
of 
the T reasury H enry H. 
Fow ler testified before 
the 
House Banking and Currency 
C om m ittee th a t the Adminis­ 
tration was seeking a $7 bil­ 
lion foreign trade surplus to 
help protect the dollar. 
But 
Mr. 
Fow ler 
has 
now’ 
an­ 
nounced th a t our balance of 
pay m ents for the first nine 
m onths 
of 
19 67 
showed 
a 
deficit of $1.75 billion. 
Moreover, the British de­ 
valuation, which touched off 
25 other devaluations within 
a single w’eek, m eans th at 
“Made in U. S. A.” goods now 
face tougher com petition in 
world m arkets. 
W age settlem ents in 19 67 
in 
our 
country 
averaged 
nearly 50 per cent higher 
than the percentage increase 
throughout 19 60-65. 
And the

In addition to the G reat

nearly 
incredible 


m onetary inflation, this dam ­ 
aging effect on our domestic 
and ex port prices occurs in 
the fact of an increased labor 
force. 
O ur country ’s popula­ 
tion growth has slowed down, 
despite the publicity when we 
hit the 200 million m ark on 
Novem ber 20. The population 
grew only 1.5 per cent this 
y ear. 
The slowdown reflects a de­ 
clining birth rate over the 
near term , and is concen­ 
trated in the y ounger and old­ 
er ages.

pay m ents problem is merely 
a soft name for our gold cri­ 
sis. 
Having hit another new 
30-y ear low after the British 
devaluation, this reserve is 
now so low 
($12.4 billion) 
that the whole world knows 
its recovery is not assured. 
President Johnson speaks as 
confidently as a clean up man 
swinging three bats. 
But as 
the new y ear dawns it is pain­ 
fully clear that the central 
bankers of the world are not 
convinced 
that 
Washington 
will overcome either the bal- 
ance-of-pay ments problem or 
the inflation. 
Treasury 
Secretary 
Fow­ 
ler’s 
announcement 
of 
the 
19 67 
deficit 
was 
alarm ing 
enough, but if we are to keep 
the deficit from rising even 
further in 19 68 we must pre­ 
vent a burst of inflationary 
wage-price 
gas 
that 
would 
further 
boost 
imports 
pur­ 
chased more cheaply abroad. 
The fundamental task is to 
maintain here a better price 
trend than our trading part­ 
ners abroad can achieve in 
their own countries. There is 
absolutely no other way to 
increase our ex cess of ex ­ 
ports over imports and thus 
finally bring the balance of 
pay ments under control. 
Much 
of 
our 
balance of- 
pay ments deficit will be re­ 
lieved if and when some sat­ 
isfactory 
solution 
is 
found 
for the Vietnam 
war.

Missiles that

home country and then follow 
the new route which he or­ 
ders. 
Missiles that can be guid­ 
ed in evasive action by a man 
at home base when the missle 
m eets up with an antim issile 
threat. 
These are no longer labora­ 
tory dream s. 
All these abili­ 
ties have been dem onstrated 
piecem eal in one aspect or 
another of United States and 
Soviet space shots during the 
past y ear. 
The com m unications neces­ 
sary for following these m is­ 
siles in flight and through to 
their target on earth can be 
handled by unmanned satel­ 
lites. 
Since the location of 
such satellites can b« deter* 


mined precisely and since the 
intercontinental missiles can 
be guided by communications 
relay ed 
from 
and 
through 
such stations, these nonballis- 
tic m issiles can be guided 
accurately to target. 
There is a good deal of evi­ 
dence Moscow is incorporat­ 
ing these new ideas into new 
ty pes of intercontinental m is­ 
siles as q uickly as their rap­ 
idly 
advancing 
technology 
will allow. 
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This is not to say the P 
sians will likely have gr 
fleets of each new ty pe 
missile the Soviet scient 
develop. 
Rather, indicati 
are that the Russians ’ 
build modest num bers of 
ty pe, then add a series 
newer ty pes—again in sn 
num bers—as technology i 
mits. 
This variety of impro 
Russian weapons 
t y p e s 
presum ably intended to ins 
that the United States 
have to defend against a 
riety of weapons. 
It is known that the Un 
States has done some ex 
lent 
and 
far-advanced 
search that would m ake ] 
sible missiles of the ty pe it 
tioned above and other 
iy 
of missiles with eq ually gi 
sophistication. 
In 
this 
search, it is likely that 
United States is ahead of 
Russians. 
The present U.S. deve 
ment 
effort, 
however, 
aimed more at m arkedly 
proving the q uality of todi 
ballistic missiles (so they 
more easily get through I 
sion defenses) rather thai 
developing a completely 
intercontinental missile f 
scratch, 
taking full 
ad1 
tage of the great discove 
of the past seven y ears. 
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Poor Snow Removal 
Now that we have had a real taste of winter and 
a pood idea of what to expect in the days ahead, offi­ 
cials in charge of our streets and highways should 
bestir themselves and see that the equipment is in 
working order for adequate handling of the snow 
and ice. 
The problem of dangerous streets and roads from 
snow and ice can be met by a carefully planned sys­ 
tem, which among other things calls for prompt ac­ 
tion and intelligent use of manpower and equipment. 
One method of efficient snow removal before the 
stieets become blocked with snow is to battle the 
storms while they a ie in progress. Waiting for a few 
day’s until the streets are buried under huge drifts is 
not the efficient way to operate. 
The same is true of icy street conditions. Don't 
wait until theie is a big tie up of cars on hills and 
grades or crashes of motor vehicles liefoie sanding 
the streets. Knowledge of local conditioas and experi­ 
ence of this first storm should help in the matter of 
treating streets. 
Our public works dcjMirtment should get out on 
the job in time. Before we get all tangled up with 
another storm, let’s plan now to handle it. 
Postal Boost; Junk Mail 


Rememler the penny post card? It now will cost 
Ave cents. All classes of mail will be affected by the 
postal hike.agreed upon by Congress and after signa­ 
b le by the President to go into effect January 7. 
First class mail will he boosted from five to six 
cents; airmail from eight to IO cents; bulk mail from 
2.7 to 3.6 cents. 
But Congress hasn't done anything about the junk 
mail, which clutters up post office departments and 
weighs down the mail earner. 
The postal rate increase will, in effect, subsidize 
Junk mail, which has become a nuisance to many 
Americans. First dass mail pays its own way with 
a little left over. 
Me-Tooism Rejected 


The liberal Eastern wing of the Republican iwrty 
is in a state of disarray. While the party has won 26 
state houses, only four of them are in the East. Five 
a ie South or Border states, six Midwest and l l Far 
West. They aie largely states fed up with liberalism. 
Since these 26 states with Republican Governors will 
send 760 delegates to the Miami convention out of a 
total of 1,333, they can dictate the nomination.

The truth is that molt* and molt* t>cople ait* dis­ 
illusioned with the liberalism that has ruled the 
nation since Franklin D. Roosevelt swept the New 
Deal philosophy of spend and spend and tax and tax 
into the politico-economic lexicon. The swing is not 
full cycle. Barry Coldwater wouki still bt* ahead of his 
time were he a figure in the coming election. But 
tropic are wondering why they ait* no latter ofT, 
though they are making more money than ever; they 
ara wondering if they must continually pay for the 
support of millions who should support themselves; 
they are wondering if chaos and crime and disorder 
ara not too great a luxury. 
For tile first time in a decade, the Gallup poll found 
that people believe that the Republican party is best 
able to cope with the problems of the day—war in 
Vietnam, racial disorder, crime in the streets, the ris­ 
ing cost of living, among othei-s. This response, if it 
Is reflected in the national voting, indicates people 
ara not going to want to vote for a Republican can­ 
didate who has nothing more to offer than me-tooism. 
The National Committee for an Effective Congress, 
a nonpartisan group, confirms this thinking. Its lat­ 
est analysis suggests that “Traditional appeals to eco­ 
nomic well-being and promises to remedy specific 
grievances do not invoke the cheers they once did. 
America has experienced two graat internal crises 
in her history; The Civil War and the Economic De­ 
pression of the 1930s. The country may be on the 
brink of a third trauma, a depression of the national 
spirit. At all levels of American life, people shale 
similar fears, insecurities, and gnawing doubts to such 
an intense degree that the country may be suffering 
from a kind of national nervous breakdown.” 
Thera Is one other factor that may play a large 
role in the national election. That is, that labor is 
no longer a political pawn to be led by the nose by 
demagogic appeals. The rank and file thinks for it­ 
self. Its interats are broad. Politically, it is pail of the 
mainstream. 
These are some of the reasons why the usual 
measures of polities are not applicable at this stage of 
the game. Tile electorate is looking for a sure hand 
to lead the country. It will not be satisfied with less.

In international affairs par­ 
ticularly. when delicate m at­ 
ters are being handled through 
em bassies and l e g a t i o n s 
abroad or when foreign am ­ 
bassadors convey to the State 
Department 
in 
Washington 
some confidential data, it is 
difficult — and actually at 
tim es unwise—for a President 
to give out the whole story at 
once without waiting for a de­ 
cision to be reached. 
Pre 
m ature publicity could have 
adverse psychological effects 
in other countries at a critical 
stage of negotiations. 
Mr. Johnson is an unusual 
President in some respects, as 
he has had to become in­ 
volved In more policies, pro 
gram s and projects than his 
predecessors had to tackle. 
This is due to the complexity 
of 
American 
life 
resulting 
from a rapidly expanding pop 
ulation. 
So Mr. Johnson's approach 
is inevitably political. This is 
something which is not likely 
to change under the existing 
presidential system, especially 
since all the m em bers of the 
House of Representatives and 
a third of the Senate have to 
be elected every two years. 
Mr. Johnson is often referred 
to as a m aster politician, but 
craftiness is not easy to abol­ 
ish when dealing with 535 poli­ 
ticians in Congress who have 
the power to pass the laws 
and furnish the funds that a 
President needs in order to 
perform his duties. Lyndon 
Johnson is the natural product 
of a congressional environ­ 
ment.

the Russians played a double

ame with Egypt’s dictator 
asser. The reliability of the 
story is beyond dispute. 
Throughout the crisis, U. S. 
intelligence kept picking up 
contradictory 
reports, some 
saying the Russians were se­ 
cretly 
encouraging 
Nasser, 
others claiming 
they 
were 
trying to restrain him. It has 
now been learned, incredibly, 
th a t both reports were true. 
Inside fact is th at Nasser 
had two pipelines into the 
Kremlin and was getting con­ 
tradictory messages. Through 
the diplomatic channel, he re­ 
ceived 
urgent 
Russian 
ap­ 
peals to avoid w ar with Is­ 
rael. 
The Soviet am bassador 
actually called upon N asser 
several times to hand him 
these appeals in person. 
But 
Cairo 
and 
Moscow 
were also linked by the Rus­ 
sian KGB irttelligence chan­ 
nel, which operates indepen­ 
dently of Moscow’s Foreign 
Office just as the CIA oper­ 
ates 
independently 
of 
the 
S tate Departm ent. 
Both the Russians and the 
Egyptians, sharing a predilec­ 
tion for secrecy, tended to 
place more reliance upon the 
secret 
KGB 
channel 
than 
upon normal diplomacy. 
On 
May 
13, 
N asser 
in­ 
formed the Russians, via the 
KGB, of his desire to con­ 
centrate his 
forces 
in the 
Sinai, to demand the removal 
of UN troops along the bor­ 
der and to close the Tiran 
S tra it—moves clearly calcu­ 
lated to bring Israel to the 
brink of war. 
Two days later, through the 
same KOB channel, Nasser 
received word that the Soviet 
Union agreed to his moves. 
But 
Nasser was 
nervous 
over a confrontation with Is­ 
rael. He wanted more specific 
assurances, so fired twro ques­ 
tions to the Kremlin through 
the KGB: 


I—How did the USSR esti­ 
m ate the consequenses of an 
Arab-Israeli war? 
2—How far would the USSR 
support the Arabs in the event 
of such a war? 
The Soviet reply to these 
questions a r r i v e d , again 
through the KGB channel, on 
May 21. Sallah Nasser, the 
Egyptian 
intelligence 
chief, 
personally delivered the m as­ 
sage to Dictator Nasser. It 
declared: 
1. The USSR estimate was 
that the Arabs had the mili­ 
tary strength to conduct a- 
prolonged war which even­ 
tually would force Israel to 
make territorial concessions 
in the Negev and perhaps give 
up the port of Elat. This 
would resolve the question of 
navigation through the Strait 
of Tiran. 
2. The USSR would under­ 
take to prevent U. S. inter­ 
vention in Israel’s behalf. 
3. The USSR did not fore­ 
see any military requirement 
for its intervention on the 
Arab side. Should unexpected 
circum stances arise, however, 
Egypt could count on immedi­ 
ate and massive Soviet assis­ 
tance. 
Thus 
encouraged, 
Nasser 
went ahead with his plan to 
close 
the 
Strait 
of 
Tiran. 
which he fully expected to 
lead to war. 
He had moments of hesita­ 
tion. however, because of the 
Soviet am bassador’s appeals 
for restraint. The contrada 
tion in comunications also led 
to a backstage debate inside 
the Egyptian hierachy over 
which Soviet messages to be­ 
lieve. 
Walt for Israel Attack 
Nasser 
finally 
concluded 
that the KGB channel carried 
the Kremlin’s true, secret at 
tude and that the diplomatic 
messages 
were 
merely 
in­ 
tended as camouflage "for the 
sake of history." He also fig­ 
ured that the intensity of the 
Soviet am bassador’s appeals 
must mean that the Russians 
didn’t want the Arabs to ap­ 


pear to be 
the aggressor. 
Therefore. Nasser calculated 
that the Russians wanted him 
to wait for Israel to attack 
first. 
On this point, he was vig­ 
orously opposed by Field M ar­ 
shall 
Abdel 
Hakim 
Amer 
who was suspicious of the So­ 
viet doubletalk. In any event. 
he believed the Arabs should 
attack first. 
N asser’s decision to wait 
not only led to a military 
debacle but brought a demand 
from the Egyptian war min­ 
ister, Shams Badran, for a 
thorough investigation into the 
political 
developments 
that 
precipitated the war. Speci­ 
fically, he called for an in­ 
quiry into all the communica­ 
tions 
received 
through 
the 
KGB channel. 
There 
followed 
a 
bitter 
struggle 
over 
whose 
head 
should roll—that of Field M ar­ 
shall Amer. 
who had mis­ 
trusted the KGB messages, or 
intelligence chief Sallah N as­ 
ser’s who had believed them. 
The intelligence chief, though 
clearly wrong, was able to 
muster the most political pow 
er. Amer and Bairan were dis­ 
missed from their posts. 
All this so distressed Amer 
an Egyptian patriot, that he 
suffered spells of suicidal de­ 
pression. It is known that 
Egyptian intelligence sm ug­ 
gled poison into Amer's prison 
cell. It s reported that Sallah 
Nasser, aware of Amer’s sui­ 
cidal tendencies and wishing 
to silence him, arranged for 
the poison to reach his hands. 
Dictator Nasser, who had no 
wish for his old friend Amer 
to die. has now arrested S al­ 
lah Nasser. 
Meanwhile, in Russia, the 
KGB has just gone through 
a violent shakeup similar to 
our CIA shakeup after the Bay 
of Pigs fiasco. It isn’t clear 
whether the KGB acted on 
its own initiative, therefore is 
being punished; or whether it 
had the secret sanction of the 
Soviet leadership, therefore is 
being made the scapegoat.

Inflation to Rate Among Top Stories 


A double-whammy in our 
nation's inflation, so impor­ 
tant to us all, highlights the 
outlook 
for 
1968. 
Coupled 
with Vietnam and the No­ 
vember election, it's a candi­ 
date for the big story of the 
year. 
On Septem ber 13 Secretary 
of the Treasury Henry H. 
Fowler testified before the 
House Banking and Currency 
Com m ittee that the Adminis­ 
tration was seeking a ST bil­ 
lion foreign trade surplus to 
help protect the dollar. 
But 
Mr. 
Fowler 
has 
now 
an­ 
nounced that our balance of 
paym ents for the first nine 
months 
of 
1967 showed a 
deficit of $1.75 billion. 
Moreover, the British de­ 
valuation, which touched off 
25 other devaluations within 
a single week, means that 
"Made in U. S. A." goods now 
face tougher competition in 
world m arkets. 
Wage settlem ents in 1967 
in 
our 
country 
averaged 
nearly 50 per cent higher 
than the percentage increase 
throughout 1960-65 
And the 
required offset through in­ 
creased productivity is lag­ 
ging far, far behind this. 
American industry has in­ 
vested more than $200 bil­ 
lion in now plants and ma­ 
chines in the past five years. 
Yet in spite of all the new' 
construction and the autom a­ 
tion, 
the 
output 
gain 
per 
m an-hour fell this year and 
was lower than it was in 
1961 or any year since. 
Ac­ 
cordingly. the cost per unit 
of m anufactured output has 
gone up. 
The 1967 rise was 
approxim ately five per cent. 
In addition to the Great 
Society's 
nearly 
incredible 


m onetary inflation, this dam ­ 
aging effect on our domestic 
and export prices occurs in 
the fact of an increased labor 
force. Our country’s popula­ 
tion growth has slowed down, 
despite the publicity when we 
hit the 200 million mark on 
November 20. The population 
grew only 1.5 per cent this 
year. 
The slowdow n reflects a de­ 
clining birth rate over the 
near term, and is concen­ 
trated in the younger and old­ 
er ages. But the working age 
groups are growing rapidly. 
And 
the 
employment 
de­ 
mand, 
with 
its 
effect 
on 
wages and prices, is like­ 
wise breaking all records— 
especially in the service in­ 
dustries. 
Only about four per cent of 
the men and women looking 
for jobs are jobless. 
Even 
the 
Department 
of 
Labor, 
which usually emphasizes the 
unemployed rather than the 
employed, 
admits 
that 
we 
have twice as many people 
earning at two jobs (moon­ 
lighting) than there are peo­ 
ple not working. Actually, so 
strong is the employment de­ 
mand that for the first time 
in history 
more wives are 
working 
than 
are 
single 
women. 
Heading 
into 
1968. 
this 
tight 
employment 
condition 
creates a nearly unprecedent­ 
ed situation in the inflation 
problem. 
It is a fact, al­ 
though a hardly known one, 
that at no time previously 
since the Korean War has a 
Federal budget on a national- 
income-accounts 
basis been 
actually in deficit—and there­ 
fore inflationary-under vir­ 


tually full employment condi­ 
tions. 
The 
so-called 
balance^>f- 
payments problem is inertly 
a soft name for our gold cri­ 
sis. 
Having hit another new 
30-year low after the British 
devaluation, this reserve is 
now so low 
($12.4 billion) 
that the whole world knows 
its recovery is not assured. 
President Johnson speaks as 
confidently as a cle-n up man 
swinging three bats. 
But as 
the new year dawns it is pain­ 
fully clear that the central 
bankers of the world are not 
convinced 
that 
Washington 
will overcome either the bal­ 
ance of payments problem ac 
the inflation. 
Treasury 
Secretary 
Pow. 
ler's 
announcement 
of 
the 
1967 
deficit 
was 
alarming 
enough, but if we are to keep 
the deficit from rising even 
further in 1968 we must pre­ 
vent a burst of inflationary 
wageprice 
gas 
that 
would 
further 
boost 
imports 
pur­ 
chased more cheaply abroad. 
The fundamental task is to 
maintain here a better price 
trend than our trading part­ 
ners abroad can achieve in 
their own countries. There is 
absolutely no other way to 
increase our excess of ex- 
B 
rts over imports and thus 
tally bring the balance of 
payments under control. 
Much 
of 
our 
balance of- 
payments deficit will be re­ 
lieved if and when some sat­ 
isfactory 
solution 
is 
found 
for the Vietnam 
war. 
But 
this 
is 
where 
the 
double- 
whammy in our nation's in­ 
flation comes to the fore.

Missiles that can be guid­ 
ed in evasive action by a man 
at home base when the missle 
meets up with an antimissile 
threat. 
These are no longer labora­ 
tory dream s. 
All these abili­ 
ties have been demonstrated 
piecemeal in one aspect or 
another of United States and 
Soviet space shots during the 
past year. 
The communications neces­ 
sary for following these mis­ 
siles in flight and through to 
their target on earth can be 
bandied by unmanned satel­ 
lites.

such stations, these nonballis- 
tic missiles can be guided 
accurately to target.

Every time the Social Secur­ 
ity system is altered to widen 
its coverage, increase oene- 
flts and raise taxes to pav the 
cost, the question inevitably 
is heard: 
“ How long can this go on?” 
This time out, there were 
seriously offered but finally 
defeated proposals to lift the 
earnings base not moderately 
from $6,600 to $7,800 as was 
done, but to $10,800. 
The approved final new tax 
rate for those not self em­ 
ployed is set at 5.9 per cent, 
to take effect in 1987. But 
there was talk that the rate 
might 
have 
to

hoisted 
higher by that time or ear­ 
lie r - possibly to IO per cent. 
For a considerable number 
of 
working Americans, the 
Social Security tax is the only 
federal levy they pay outside 
of gasoline taxes and various 
excises Their annual inc lines 
are too low to com pd mem 
to pay federal income taxes. 
Should the Social Security 
tax finally reach IO per cent 
or more, it will become a 
large factor in their financial 
lives. 
Demands Increase 
At 
the 
same 
time, 
the 
American citizenry seems to 
be demanding more and more 
from the Social Security sys­ 
tem. Benefits are going to Sc 
higher. From a few years 
hack, hospital insurance and 
related protection under Med 
icare 
has 
been 
included— 
and with the 1967 law (his is 
somewhat enlarged and im­ 
proved. 
The system is in a constant 
race with the rising cost of 
living. Since the new benefit 
levels

average of 13 per ''ent for 
beneficiaries, temporarily this 
puts the system ahead in the 
inflation game.

more later . 
Plainly the insurance prin­ 
ciple partly supporting the 
program will be clung to for 
a good many years to come. 
But the pressure to break 
loose from it will inevitably 
mount as demands upon Social 
Security rise and the taxpay­ 
e r’s Social Security tax dollar 
looks frailer and frailer as a 
chief support.

States Fail to Cope With 
Ailing Medicaid Program

Leaders in the 50 states often 
moan that they cannot do a 
better job of fulfilling state 
government 
responsibilities 
because the federal govern­ 
ment soaks up the key money 
sources. 
But only a hand­ 
ful of states make that argu­ 
m ent sound convincing. When 
Medicare was established un­ 
der Social Security, Congress 
deliberately left to the states 
the problem of caring for the 
“ medically indigent” — those 
aged folk who could not quali­ 
fy for Medicare because they 
lacked the work qualifications 
under Social Security. 
In pre Medicare days, this 
was known as the Kerr Mills 
program and it involved sub­ 
stantial 
state 
contributions. 
Today it is called "M edicaid.'’ 
except in a few places like 
California. 
But after all this time only 
31 of the 50 states have au­ 
thorizing Medicaid legislation 
on their books, and several 
of there have hardly gone be­ 
yond that. 
The care provided for under 
Medicaid, where it is in fact 
given, 
varies 
so widely in 
basic quality that Congress in 
late 1967 adopted Social Sc 
curity amendm ents which, by 
Jan. I, 1970, will begin apply­ 
ing certain minimum stand­ 
ards. 
They simply will demand 
that every state which a t­ 
tem pts to carry out such a 
program 
must 
offer 
the 
“ medically 
indigent" 
some 
hospital benefits, some nurs­ 
ing home care, 
some X ray 
and other laboratory services, 
and some coverage of doctor 
bills. 
State laws presently on the 
books are an incredible hodge- 
r 


ge, and they are likely to 
in considerable confusion 
in the next two years. 
Some 
states have dragged their feet 
so long that they seem to be 
offering Washington an open 


invitation to move into yet 
another field of activity. 
In the operation of the Social 
Security .system itself, there 
has been other opportunity to 
watch 
the 
states 
perform. 
And, again, many have not 
distinguished themselves. 
Because Social Security in 
its beginning years inevitably 
affected so many elderly peo­ 
ple who could not get reason­ 
able full benefits at retire­ 
ment (they had 
a 
limited 
earnings and work record un­ 
til 
Social 
Security), 
large 
numbers 
got 
further 
help 
from "old age assistance." 
(This is welfare type aid with 
m ajor support from state con­ 
tributions.) 
As Social Security has m a­ 
tured and improved its bene­ 
fit levels and other features, 
however, 
the 
states 
have 
.been in no rush to act in 
related fields (like Medicaid) 
where 
responsible 
perfor­ 
m ance might in the future 
keep Washington out. 
Tin \ 
h.n e instead proved 
only too eager, in many cases, 
to cut back their own efforts 
and try to shed the problem 
altogether. 
Social 
Security 
officials 
speak with some pride over 
the fact that the percentage 
of the older population getting 
old 
age 
assistance 
has 
dropped from 22 to ll per 
cent and may soon fall to 5 
per cent. 
Without the en­ 
largem ents and other changes 
in Social Security, the burden 
of old age relief program s 
would fall much more heavily 
upon the states. 
Yet 
some 
states 
act 
so 
bluntly to unload this expense 
that the net effect of their ac­ 
tion 
in 
response 
to higher 
Social Security benefit levels 
is to leave the 
marginally 
poor among the aged no bet 
ter off for the changes. 
If 
the 
states 
are 
really 
anxious to keep the federal 
government 
from 
handling 
more and more of this and 
other problems, they have a 
funny way of showing it.

A public hearing concerning

Now there is talk here of 
Jigging moats around soccer 
aitches in order to separate fans 
rom the players. It has even

:aged in behind wire fences like 
tnim als at a zoo. 
The use of cheerleaders to 
nollify crowds was imported 
rom America, but when tried 
nit at Birmingham recently it 
vas a big flop. No sooner did

come 
lancing onto the fields to the 
sound of Beatles music than 
he fans began to boo. 
“Soccer is strictly a mascu 
ine gam e,” explains a Birm 
ngham rooter. 
"We like mini j 
skirts and shapely legs. but not 
in the pitch, where they only 
{et in the way.” 
As for the psychiatrists, they 
lave been no more successful 
n quelling violence than the 
lancing girls so far. 
A team of psychiatrists un 
ler Dr. John Harrington, of 
birmingham, has been set up 
o study crowd violence, but 
hey have had a hard time 
letting their priorities straight. 
Fans or Players? 
As Dr. 
Harrington 
admits, 
hey don’t know whether it is 
he players who spark off vio- 
ence in the fans. or vice versa. 
Violence on the sports field 
s something new in Britain. 
Jnlike 
America, 
where 
the 
laseball umpire once felt un 
ippreciated if bottles were not 
inned in his direction, referees 
ere have seldom been attacked, 
io m atter how unpopular their 
ulings. This is changing, as 
ilayers 
and 
fans 
alike 
are 
aught up in a wave of violence. 
For example: Eleven players 
or Glasgow Celtics have been 
ined $750 apiece, after their 
ecent play off match with the 
lacing 
Club 
of 
Argentina, 
ihich sports writers have de­ 


scribed as the most disgraceful 
within living memory. During 
the slugfest, four Scottish play­ 
ers and two Argentines were 
sent off the field for fouls, and 
police had to be called onto the 
pitch to restore order.

pitch in London. The crowd, 
which was angry because the 
referee had disallowed a goal, 
knocked him down.
